that the canning season has brought 
the usual demand on the part of 
housewives for ealieylic acid 
and 
boric acid. 
These preparations are 
some times 
sold in 
the form 
of 
powder under various trade name.- 
and are recommended by the promo­ 
ters for use iii 
preserving 
canned 
goods in home canning. 
Iii the dir­ 
ections for use the housewife is told 
to till the jar with the fruit or vege­ 
tables, cover with water, and add a 
teaspoonful o f the preserving pow­ 
der. 
While it is true 
that 
these 
compounds may retard the decay ot 
the fm itt or vegetable, it is pointed 
out by the experts o f the Depart­ 
ment that their use may lie attended 
by serious disturbances 
of 
health. 
Salicylic acid is well 
known as 
a 
poisonous substance, and one of the 
evils which may accompany it- use 
is derangement of the digestion. It 
is therefore pin in that its extensive 
use iii food may lead to disturbance 
of dege-tion and health. 


The Federal Food and Drugs Aet 
prohibits the use o f harmful pre­ 
servative- in foods that enter inter­ 
state commerce. 
Tile food law of 
nearly every state in the union tor- 
hid- the sale within 
the 
state 
of 
foods that 
have 
been 
preserved 
with 
harmful 
substances. 
Neither 
the Federal or State food law- ap­ 
ply to foods that are canned in tile 
home and consumed there. 
It would 
seem, however, that 
the 
housewife 
would not knowingly 
use, in 
the 
foods she provides for her family, 
substances that she could not use 
in foods for sale without violating 
the law, because 
these 
substances 
arc injurious to health. 


Fruits and vegetables can he kept 
indefinitely if they are sterilized by 
heat and properly sealed, and there 
is no excuse, in the opinion of the 
experts of the Department, tor run­ 
ning any ri-k by 
using 
preserving 
powders, which may hi* injurious to 
health. 
The use o f such p o w d e rs in 
addition to the possible injury to 
health . encourages 
uncleanly 
or 
c a re le ss work in canning. 
Reliance 
is placed iii the efficacy of the pre­ 
serving compound instead of upon 
cleanliness and heat. 


The Department has issued bulle­ 
tins that give specific directions for 
the preserving and canning o f fruits 
and vegetables without the use of 
preserving powders of canning com­ 
pounds. 
These bulletins may be ob­ 
tained without cost from 
the 
De­ 
partment o f 
Agriculture. 
Appl ion-*

Bulletin, No. 20.4 on Canned Fruit. 
Preserves, and Jellies, and No. 521

NIGHT AUTO RACES ON 
THE STATE FAIR TRACK 


The Indiana State Fair, originator 
of many exposition ideas, will offer a 
new one the week of Sept. 0—night 
racing on the mile track. 
Ten speed 
demons in up-to-date racing creations 
are under contract to give contests for 
the first time in motor history on an 
illuminated track. 
The State Fair’s 
mile course, one of the best kept and 
fastest dirt tracks in the United 
States, will be brilliantly lighted for 
these contests which are to be held 
on Friday and Saturday nights of fair 
week, with a matinee on Saturday af­ 
ternoon. 
A white canvas will be 
stretched around the track for Its en­ 
tire length, and 250 lights will be re­ 
flected down upon the course so that 
spectators will have a fine view of the 
racers. 
Each lamp will have a rating 
of 10,000 candle power, or a total of 
2,500,000 candles. 
A strip of canvas 
6,700 feet long, or the length of the 
track, will be used as a light reflector. 
Eight events will make up the rac­ 
ing card for Friday night and Satur­ 
day afternoon, in which stars of the 
motor world will contest. 
The first 
three races will be for five miles each; 
a handicap event of five miles open to

that the canning season has brought 
the.'usual demand on the part of 
housewives for calieylic acid 
and 


borjc acid.. These preparations are 
some times 
sold in 
the form - of 


powder under various trade names 
and are recommended by the promo- 
ter's for use in preserving 
canned 


goods in home canning. In the dir- 
ections for use the housewife is told 
to fill the jar with the fruit or vege- 
tables, cover with water, and add a 
teaspoonful of the preserving pow- 
der. 
While it is true 
that 
these 


compounds may retard the decay of 
the fruitt or vegetable, it is pointed 
out by the experts of the Depart- 
ment that their use may he attended 
by serious disturbances 
of health. 


Salicylic acid is well known as a 
poisonous substance, and one of the 
evils which may accompany its use 
is derangement of the digestion. It 
is therefore plain that its extensive 
use in food may lead to disturbance 
of degestion and health. 


The Federal Food and Drugs Act 


prohibits the use of harmful prc- 
se'rvatives in foods that enter inter- 
state commerce. The food law of 
nearly every state in the union for- 
bids the sale within the state of 
foods that 
have 
been 
preserved 


with harmful substances. Neither 
the Federal or State food laws ap- 
ply to foods that arc canned in the 
iome and consumed there. It would 
seem, however, that 
the housewife 


wouli not knowingly 
iis.e, in 
the 


foods she provides for her family, 
substances that she could not use 
in foods for s'alc without violating 
;hc law, because 
these substances 


ire injurious to health. 


Fruits and vegetables can he kept 


indefinitely if they are sterilized by 
leat and properly sealed, and there 
is no excuse, in the opinion of the 
experts of the Department, for run- 
ning any risk by using 
preserving 


>owders, which may be injurious to 
iealth. The use of such powders in 
addition to the possible injury to 
ieallh . encourages 
uncleanly 
or 


careless work in canning. Reliance 
is placed in the efficacy of the pre- 
serving compound instead of upon 
cleanliness and heat. 


The Department has issued bulle- 


tins that give specific directions for 
:he preserving and canning of fruits 
and vegetables without the use of 
preserving powders of canning com- 
pounds. These bulletins sr>ay be o"b- 
;ained without cost from 
the De- 


partment of Agriculture. Applica-' 
tion should be made for Fanners' 
Bulletin, No. 203 on Canned Fruit. 
Preserves, and Jellies, and No. 521 
on Canning Tomatoes at Home and 
in Club Work.

President 
Bryan, and the trustees of the un- 
iversity examined the plans of the 
best

study the new structure will con- 
tain the best features-of buildings 
for physical training and athletic 
lurposes.

Washington, D. C., Aug.-24.—The 


failure of the Democrats to pas's the 
post office appropriation biil in the 
last Congress has shamefully crip- 
pled the rural free delivery service. 


Members of Congress declare that 


complaints they -the receiving from 
joth rural carriers and patrons have, 
been more numerous and bitter in 
ihe last few months than for years 
before. 


Rural carriers claim that 
they 


have suffered chiefly on two counts; 
one that although they are under 
Civil Service, there have been hund- 
reds of dismissals 
without -just 


cause; the other that their routes 
have bee'tt lengthened and their work 
increased without additional pay. 


The complaints from the patrons 


of the rural routes are 
uniformly 


based upon sweeping reductions in 
the service. 


The conditions causing these com- 


plaints are due to the failure of the 
post office appropriation bill and the 
consequent necessity for managing 
the postal service under'a re-enact- 
ineiit of last year's appropriation. 


The principal changes ordered by 


the Department reducing the carrier 
force arise, first, by the proposed 
consolidation of about 
1500 miles 


long into half that number 50 niiles 
long; second, in lengthening the 
standard routes and still further re- 
ducing the carrier force: third, by 
making one carrier serve two routes' 
on alternate days, and droppiug the 
extra carrier. It is estimated that 
more than two thousand rural car- 
riers have lost their places under 
these reductions. 


The patrons of the rural routes 


base their criticisms, first, on the 
claim that many have had to inovc 
their :mail boxes at least half a 'mile 
from former locations, anil they in- 
stead of the carriers, must 
travel 


distance for mail; second that in- 
stead of getting mail six times a 
week they receive it only every other 
day; third all these changes cripple 
the effectiveness of the parcel jio'st 
service, especially as to 
perishable 


goods. There is 
also a 
geh'efal 


complaint of. curtailment of the ru- 
ral free delivery service. 


Mass meetings of patrons have 


been held in many localities protest- 
ing against the demoralization of 
their service, and are daily becoming 
more frequent.

have tho men lo>>t their enthusiasm 
for the service, but through fear of 
dismissal have resigne'd.
